Burned Driver Near Death 
After Fiery Truck Crash 


A 52-year-old truck driver, 
critically burned in a fire re­ 
sulting 
from 
a 
spectacular 
crash of two huge trucks in 
Novato at 3:25 a.m. today, was 
clinging to life in San Rafael 
General Hospital this noon. 
“All we can say is that he 
is still critical,” commented a 
hospital attendant. The victim, 
Richard Clyde Young of Down­ 
ey, suffered third degree burns 
on most of his body when 
spilled diesel fuel ignited and 
gutted the cab of his over­ 
turned truck. 
Witnesses said flesh on his 


arms and legs was charred by 
the blaze. 
California Highway Patrol­ 
men surmised Young fell asleep 
while driving his truck and 
trailer, loaded with lumber, 
south on Highway 101. 
It collided with the side of 
another truck, loaded with util­ 
ity poles, parked off the west 
side of the highway just south 
of Grant avenue. 
Patrolman John Halligan said 
the 
impact sheared all the 
wheels off Young’s truck. His 
truck continued for a short 
distance, then rolled over on its 


top. pinning Young inside as 
spilled fuel flared into an in­ 
ferno. 
When the crash occurred, a 
nearby service station attend­ 
ant, Earl Adkerson, ran to the 
scene with a portable fire ex­ 
tinguisher but it failed to quell 
the blaze. Adkerson, an airman 
at Hamilton Air Force Base, 
works at the Redwood station 
at night. 
Novato firemen quickly mo­ 
bilized a large brigade to bat­ 
tle the flames. They had the

Last night’s action was the 
crowning climax to years of 
bitter conflict and stalemate 
on the problem of how to pro­ 
vide more parking space for 
shoppers in the central shop­ 
ping area of the county. It 
came quietly 
and 
amicably, 
with the wholehearted approval 
of all former conflicting groups 
and a unanimous, enthusiastic 
vote of all five councilmen. 
METER REVENUES 
What makes the plan so at­ 
tractive is that the entire ex­ 
pense is expected to be met by 
parking meter revenues, with 
no cost to taxpayers and no 
assessments contemplated on 
properties 
in 
the 
shopping 
area. And a six-man site selec­ 
tion committee will be named 
to start picking suitable sites, 
for which the owners will be 
paid prevailing prices. 
A program for arbitration is 
also worked out in case con­ 
flicts arise in selection of sites. 
The one-cent sales and use tax 
which goes into effect from 
next month provides the neces­ 
sary funds for the general fund 
to release parking meter reve­ 
nue money for offstreet park­ 
ing. 
The next step is for the coun­ 
cil to draft an enabling ordi­ 
nance to provide the mechanics 
for setting up a parking district 
under

Off street 
Sites To 
Be Picked 


San Rafael has apparent­ 
ly licked its offstreet park­ 
ing problem. 
City c o u n c i l m e n last 
night passed a resolution 
that sets up a plan for selec­ 
tion of offstreet parking 
sites in the downtown area 
and paves the way for a 
$700,000 program that is 
expected to increase park­ 
ing space by 45 or 50 per 
:ent. 
Last night’s action was the 
crowning climax to years of 
bitter conflict and stalemate 
on the problem of how to pro­ 
vide more parking space for 
shoppers in the central, shop­ 
ping area of the county. It 
came quietly and amicably, 
with the wholehearted approval 
of all former conflicting groups 
and a unanimous, enthusiastic 
vote of all five councilmen. 
METER REVENUES 
What makes the plan so at­ 
tractive is that the entire ex­ 
pense is expected to be met by 
parking meter revenues, with 
no cost to taxpayers and no 
assessments contemplated on 
properties 
in the 
shopping 
area. And a six-man site selec­ 
tion committee will be named 
to start picking suitable sites, 
for which the owners will be 
paid prevailing prices. 
A program for arbitration is 
also worked out in case con­ 
flicts arise in selection of sites. 
The one-cent sales and. use tax 
which goes into effect from 
next month provides the neces­ 
sary funds for the general, fund, 
to release parking meter reve­ 
nue money for offstreet park­ 
ing. 
The next step is for the coun­ 
cil to draft an enabling ordi­ 
nance to provide the mechanics 
for setting up a parking district 
under the 
1951 Act. 
Then 
comes the picking of sites and. 
estimate of cost. 
COUNCIL ‘DELIGHTED’ 
Councilmen said, they are 
'“delighted” with the outcome 
and praised Mayor Edward Cul­ 
ver for a job well done. 
Mayor Culver had been meet­ 
ing Informally with both the 
Citizens Committee on Off- 
street Parking and. the cham­ 
ber 
of 
commerce 
offstreet 
parking committee to reach a 
compromi.se.. 
Last night, Robert. Ritter, 
heading the citizens committee, 
and Julius Selinger, represent­ 
ing the chamber group, an­ 
nounced they had reached an 
agreement to proceed under 
the 1.951.

Kiwanians Warned To 


Keep Vigil Against Reds 


Evacuation Of 


Cities Called 


'Cheap' Defense 


WASHINGTON (.7) — The 
head of a Congressional group 
investigating civil defense to­ 
day called on federal authori­ 
ties to scrap what he called 
“cheap” plans for evacuating 
cities, and plan instead radia­ 
tion-proof shelters. 
Chairman Chet Holifield (D- 
Calif) said in an interview he 
is certain his House govern­ 
ment operations subcommittee 
will make this recommendation 
in its forthcoming report. 
Holifield said he thinks the 
subcommittee received clinch­ 
ing testimony yesterday when 
H. Bentley Glass, a Johns Hop­ 
kins University geneticist, said 
probably all the children born 
to nuclear attack survivors who 
were not sheltered from radia­ 
tion would have harmful mu­ 
tations. 


Holifield said the federal 
civil 
defense 
administration 
has been advocating evacuation 
of cities as “a cheap way to 
avoid facing up to the situa­ 
tion.” 


SAN FRANCISCO UB — Gov. 
George N. Craig of Indiana said 
today “the Communist threat 
may actually be more sinister 
because, as peace continues and 
world tension declines, Ameri­ 
can vigilance . . . may tend to 
decline.” 
Addressing some 14,000 dele­ 
gates to the Kiwanis Interna­ 
tional Convention, the Indiana 
Republican drew a broad pic­ 
ture of prosperity in the Uni­ 
ted States—“the picture of a 
nation that, because it believes 
there will be no war, is be­ 
coming preoccupied to an ever- 
increasing extent by problems 
here at home.” 
But, he said in his prepared 
speech, “let no one be misled 
into thinking that the danger 
of Communist expansion has 
lessened.” 
“I use the term ‘American 
vigilance’ in its 
b r o a d e s t 
sense,” he said. “I believe that 
it means not only the mainten­ 
ance of an adequate internal 
security program, but also a 
continued recognition of the 
need for large-scale economic 
and m i l i t a r y commitments 
abroad.*. ” 


“The Communists do not be 
lieve that we will be able to 
maintain this kind of essentia 
vigilance,” he added. 


He said his preference would 
be for a system of big shel­ 
ters under at least three feet 
of earth. These, he said, prob­ 
ably could be built for $100 per 
person, and could be expected 
to save many people outside 
the area of total destruction. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md. (*> — Is 
American youth in danger of 
going to pot physically? 
If so, what’s to be done about 
it? 
These were the two major 
questions facing the President’s 
Conference on F i t n e s s of 
American Youth today as it 
prepared to wind up a two-day 
session at the Naval Academy. 
Many conferees s e e m e d 
agreed that if youth has not 
already gone to pot it is in 
danger of doing so in this age 
of gadgetry unless something is 
done to counteract. 
What it will be remained to 
be decided. The best guess 
among 150 leaders in the fields 
of sport, education, medicine 
and other activities seemed to 
be that whatever the confer­ 
ence decides, it will take a 
jarring of public opinion to 
make it work. 
This would pave the way for 
a national program stressing 
better fitness. 
The conference d eleg ates 
have come up with a variety of 
proposals in group discussions. 
Most have dealt with establish­ 
ing a national council to en­ 
courage fitness among youths. 
Some others have called for 
teaching physical education and 
providing more supervised rec­ 
reation in grade schools. 
Some have called for greater 
expenditure of federal and 
state funds for health activi­ 
ties. Most have agreed that 
whatever needs to be done 
should start on the community 
level. 
Vice President Nixon, who 
started yesterday’s session roll­ 
ing for President Eisenhower, 
said he did not expect to get 
a final answer but that if the 
conference can make a start it 
will have been worthwhile. 
He tossed some statistics be­ 
fore the conferees: 
“Less than 50 per cent of our 
boys and girls in high school 
have physical education. 
“Ninety-one per cent of the 
nation’s 
150,000 
elementary 
schools have no gymnasiums. 
“Only 1,200 of our 17,000 
communities 
in the United 


States have full-time recreation 
leadership. 
“Forty per cent of those per­ 
sons entering the armed forces 
in World War II were unable 
to swim as far as 50 feet. 
“Ninety per cent of the na­ 
tion’s elementary schools have 
less than the recommended 
five acres of land necessary 
for essential play areas.” 
“We are not a nation of 
softies but we could become 
one if proper attention is not | 
given to the trend of our time 
. . . to make life easy and in 
so doing to reduce the oppor­ 
tunity for normal physical, 
health-giving exercise,” Nixon 
said.

HOW IT WORKS 
This in brief is how the pro­ 
gram will work: 
Under the present one-half 
cent sales tax, the city collects 
about $140,000. But under the 
new one-cent sales and use tax, 
the state Board of Equalization 
estimates that San Rafael will 
get $635,000 per year. With 
this added revenue, the city 
council is able to pledge all 
parking revenues (about $45.- 
000 per year) to pay for the 
$700,000 bond issue. 
Annual payments for both 
interest and capital come to 
about $40.000 per year, which 
means that meter revenues 
alone will carry the entire load. 
The 1951 Parking Act pro­ 
vides for setting up a parking 
district, covering the downtown 
shopping area. In the event the 
meter revenues do not quite 
meet the annual $40,000 for 
the bonds, property owners in 
the parking district (business 
center) could be assessed up to 
75 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. But both chamber 
officials and the citizens com­ 
mittee anticipate no such as­ 
sessment would be needed.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Navigator's Study Backs 
Earlier Drake Findings 


Drake Navigators Guild studies made 
public last week, support earlier indica­ 
tions that Drake’s Bay was in truth the 
site of the 16th century navigator’s 
encampment in California just 377 
years ago. 
As was reported in detail in the I-J 
one day last week, Drake Navigators 
Guild researchers based their studies 
on navigational factors. It might be said 
that they “re-navigated” Drake's voy­ 
age, according to the navigation aids 
and methods available in the 16th 
century. 
It was this approach which brought 
them to the firm conclusion that Sir 
Francis beached his “Golden Hind” just 
inside the mouth of Drake’s Estero and 
spent five-weeks ashore there. 
No less an “old sea dog” than Fleet 
Admiral Nimitz concurred in the con­ 
clusion after examining all the evi­ 
dence. It was he, of course, who pub­ 
licly presented the findings at last 
week’s meeting of the California Histor­ 
ical Society. 
While the results of the studies are 
not having so great an impact on the 
general public as did the recovery of 
Drake's “Plate of Brasse” 20 yearj ago, 
the Navigators Guild findings are none­ 
theless significant. 
The lesser public impact is probably 
explained by absence of any physical 
object like Drake’s placque. The Navi­ 
gators Guild presents only voluminous 
abstract discussion about navigation, 


which we of the general public do not 
understand in complete detail. 
But Admiral Nimitz’ enthusiastic en­ 
dorsement and the unreserved accep­ 
tance voiced by A. A. Cumming, curator 
of the Drake museum in Plymouth, 
England, constitute acceptance of the 
Navigators Guild findings by the high­ 
est authority. 
We nevertheless can expect that— 
like the authenticity of Drake’s plate 
has been questioned—some competent 
authorities will express honest doubts 
about the navigation study and its con­ 
clusions. 
In any event, the Drake Navigators 
Guild can take a well deserved bow for 
having shed new light on Drake’s visit 
to California. 
While a good many members of the 
guild probably contributed to its ef­ 
forts, we happen to have had contact 
principally with just one—Captain A. S. 
Oko, of Inverness, described as the 
prime mover in the Navigators Guild 
project by Sir Robert Hadow, British 
Consul General in San Francisco. 
Why all the concern about where 
Drake landed? 
Mr. Cumming provided the best an­ 
swer we know to that question in his 
comments last week: 
“. . . Here was the starting place for 
the establishment of English traditions 
upon United States soil.”

SACRAMENTO (CNS)-De-

HENRY MÁCARTHUR 
Merit Pay 
For Teachers 
Is Proposed 


SACRAMENTO (CNS>-De- 
sirability of reforming the 
method for increasing salaries 
of California teachers, from 
an automatic formula to a sys­ 
tem developed along the lines 
of merit, is set forth in a re­ 
cent issue of the Tax Digest, 
a magazine published by the 
California Taxpayers Associ­ 
ation. 
The trend toward trying out 
a merit system, which would 
include rewards for quality, 
is nation-wide and the maga­ 
zine 
has this quote from 
George K. Stone, of the New 
York State Department of Ed­ 
ucation:

“WHEN THE TEACHING 
profession in our p u b l i c 
schools comes of age and be­ 
gins to act like other profes­ 
sions, it must disavow the fet­ 
ish of the uniform salary 
schedule and adopt some of 
the features of the free enter­ 
prise system. When that day 
comes, the end of teacher 
shortages will be in sight.” 
The article says that “de­ 
spite the fact that teacher 
organizations have generally 
opposed the merit principle, 
increased attention is being 
given the idea. According to 
Dr. Lucian B. Kinney of Stan­ 
ford University, who appear­ 
ed before the Utah Committee 
for Merit Rating Study, merit 
plans are on their way for 
large school systems and the 
by-word of equal pay for equal 
work is to be replaced by ‘bet­ 
ter pay for better teaching.’ ” 


RARELY, it is pointed out, 
do salary schedules attempt 
to utilize teacher performance 
ratings with the result that 
the mediocre teacher advanc­ 
es on the salary schedule at 
the same ratio as the out­ 
standing teacher. 
This system, of course, re­ 
flects the attitude of a lot of 
schools toward the ‘gifted’ or 
highly intelligent student. He 
is held back because the school 
system is geared to the aver­ 
age and makes little or no 
provision for the welfare and 
advancement of the young 
person who by his very show­ 
ing in school, is destined to 
become a leader in the com­ 
munity when adulthood is 
reached. 
POINTING OUT that teach­ 
er organizations in general 
oppose the merit principle 
and that school administrators 
frequently claim it is good in 
principle but won’t work in 
fact, the Digest says that what 
is needed is a positive ap­ 
proach to the problem, along 
with a will to insure its suc­ 
cess. 
“Some type of evaluation is 
obviously 
essential 
if 
the 
teaching; process is to be ef­ 
fectively judged,” the article 
states. “Certainly teachers are 
being judged by administra­ 
tors, other teachers, parents 
and public whether they like 
it or not. The important thing 
is the realization that there is 
a 
distinct relationship 
be­ 
tween the evaluation of teach­ 
ing and the salary schedule— 
that merit rating and incen­ 
tive pay can lead directly to 
improvement in the quality of 
teaching.” 


MERIT RATING, the article 
cautions, should not be es­ 
tablished with the sole objec­ 
tive of raising teacher salaries. 
Its purpose primarily is im­ 
proved quality of instruction. 
There are, of course, argu­ 
ments 'both for and against 
the establishment of some 
system in the schools whereby 
incentive, quality and excel­ 
lence would be rewarded. Par­ 
ents know far too well how 
children blossom under some 
teachers, and wither sulkily 
under others. And there are 
few parents who would not be 
willing to reward the teacher 
who can bring out the best 
In their children.

DLE, Connelly was convicted 
in federal court of conspiring 
to defraud the government 
in an income tax case. Caudle 
was a Traman administration 
chief of the Justice Depart­ 
ment’s tax division. Just bow 
the gentle Caudle happened 
to be chosen for that spot 
with 
its 
requirement 
for 
tough-minded 
decisions 
re­ 
mains one of the questions 
which never has been an­ 
swered fully. 
Connelly and Caudle will 
appeal, of course, or take oth­ 
er legal action. The conviction 
of these two high ranking 
Truman administration offi­ 
cials on such charges in a 
campaign year, however, can, 
scarcely fail to aid the Repub­ 
licans in their effort to win 
the White House and new 
Congress.

WASHINGTON W— Harry 
P. Cain, after 18 months of 
shock treatment on President 
Eisenhower’s 
security 
pro­ 
gram, has provided a bit of 
shock about, the President 
himself. 
Cain, after a talk: with El­ 
senhower, made a statement 
which, can be interpreted, as 
implying the President does­ 
n’t understand is own pro­ 
gram for getting rid of the 
g o v e r n m e n t’s 
'“security 
risks.” 
Eisenhower had. Indicated 
previously he does understand 
It. Cain has said he thinks 
Eisenhower’s aides don’t, tell, 
him shout details of the pro­ 
gram... 
Cain, 
former Republican 
senator 
from. 
Washington, 
does the opposite of most Re­ 
publicans 
who 
hold 
their 
tongues when they disagree 
with. Eisenhower. 


REPUBLICANS have tried 
to make political capital out 
of the 'program, ever since Ei­ 
senhower expanded, it in. 1.953, 
by boasting of how many “se­ 
curity 
risks” were ousted. 
Cain, has been .attacking it 
for 18 months as unfair to 
individuals. 
This gives aid and comfort 
to the Democrats’ charges that 
the security program is a 
“numbers game”— a, phrase 
Cain himself has used. Dem­ 
ocrats say that, without dis­ 
tinction it lumps the disloyal 
in with gossips and drunks as 
“security risks.” 
This Is also unusual be­ 
cause Cain’s job is in jeopar­ 
dy. A fter he failed to get .1» 
elected, in. 1952, Eisenhower 
put him. on. the Subversive Ac­ 
tivities Control Board. 
His 
term expires in. August. Un­ 
less reappointed by Eisenhow­ 
er, he’s out. 
He says he expects te be, 
dropped because of bis at­ 
tacks on the security 'program. 
At his own request, Cain talli­ 
ed with Eisenhower at the 
White House about the pre- 
gram. 


LAST WEEK, appearing b*> 
fore a Senate judiciary sub-' 
committee on constitutional 
rights, Cain talked of his con­ 
versation 
with Eisenhower, 
something which is also un­ 
usual In Washington. He saidt 
“The President evidenced 
a deep 'Concern .and Interest 
when I suggested that matters 
relating to security should, be 
separated from loyalty and 
that, suitability should, be sep­ 
arated from, security.” 
This is the background for 
what followed next: 
President Truman had a 
double program.: One for get­ 
ting rid of the disloyal; the 
other for bouncing people who 
were “risks” in the jobs they 
held. If fired by a department 
head, they could appeal to a. 
loyalty review board, which 
might overrule their boss. 
Eisenhower scrapped this 
dual program in 1953 for one 
which ma.de no distinction be­ 
tween a man, considered dis­ 
loyal or one who might be a 
“risk” because he drank or 
talked too much. 
AH were 
listed, under “security risk.’*' 


AND EISENHOWER abol­ 
ished the review board. Now 
a department head has the 
final say on firing. Cain has 
protested that too often a man 
is fired without a. fair chance 
to be heard, or even without 
fair consideration. 
Cain told the subcommittee, 
after praising Eisenhower’s 
good intentions: “The Presi­ 
dent had thought that a d ear 
distinction, was being made 
between loyalty cases and se­ 
curity cases.” 
That would be variously in­ 
terpreted: 
(1) That Eisenhower, w h o 
ordered, and signed the secur­ 
ity program, hadn’t read it or 
didn’t understand it; (2) that 
he didn’t read the newspapers 
which for three years have 
been full of stories and edi­ 
torials on the arguments over 
loyalty and security; (3) that 
he hadn’t heard the Demo­ 
crats were accusing his Re­ 
publicans of deliberately try­ 
ing to mislead the public by 
listing drunks and the disloy- 
ay under one heading to' make 
them all look «equally subver­ 
sive. 
Eisenhower told a news: con­ 
ference Jan. 27,1954, that his 
administration didn’t want to 
charge anyone with disloyalty 
or subversive activity unless 
it could, be proved, in court. 
He said he doubted any real 
breakdown— separating die- 
toy from risks—could be pep 
vided.

NEAR TOMALES FISHING AREA 
Sportsmen Urged To Fight 
Navy's Mine-Laying Plans 


Bay Area 
sportsmen 
and 
boating enthusiasts today were 
called upon by the Marin Rod 
and Gun Club to voice their 
opposition to establishment of 
a Navy mine-laying practice 
zone in the Pacific Ocean off 
Tomales Point. 


A Navy application for desig­ 
nation of such a zone is cur­ 
rently under consideration by 
Col. J. A. Graf, district Army 
engineer in San Francisco. 


The proposed zone—a rec­ 
tangle 4,000 yards wide and 
extending 9,150 yards south­ 
easterly 
from 
the 
extreme 
northwesterly tip of Tomales 
Point—would 
be 
closed 
to 
boats from 6 a.m. to 8 p.m. 


Monday 
through 
Friday. 
It 
would be used for simulated 
aerial mine-laying by aircraft 
flying at heights of 1,000 feet j 
and less. 
A full public hearing on the 
request will be scheduled by 
the Army engineers in San Ra­ 
fael in July. 
Paul Jones, MRGC president, 
pointed out that establishment 
of the zone would mean the 
loss of a large and valuable 
recreational area, one of the 
few in Northern 
California 
suitable for ocean navigation of 
small boats. 
The area involved is a fav­ 
orite spot for salmon and rock 
fishermen and abalone pickers. 
Jones urged all sportsmen 


and their organizations, con-| 
servation clubs, boat operators 
and other interested groups to 
express their opposition to the 
Army engineers. 


DeBisschop emphasized that 
area is used extensively by San 
Francisco and other Northern 
California boaters, and stressed 
the importance of those groups 
taking action against the pro­ 
posal.

Here's Proper Way To 
Handle 1st Base Post 
In the early days of baseball the first baseman 
stood on the bag on all plays, but Charles (The Old 
Roman) Comiskey changed the game in 1882 when he 
left the base to field ground balls, charge in for bunts 
and to catch wide and high throws. 
Still, many first-basemen might be described as 
stationary players. They don’t leain to leave the base 
for bad throws or to get the most distance out of their 
stretches. Notice how far the fielders in the illustra­ 
tions above can stretch by keeping the left foot against 
the base if they are left-handed throwers and the right 
foot against the base if they are right-handed throwers. 
Study the hitters and pitchers and shift your posi­ 
tion to cover the territory where the batter is most 
likely to hit the ball. Don’t be a spectator on the field. 
You can cover your territory as it should be covered 
and still view every play.

TIPS TO LITTLE LEAGUERS 
Here's Proper Way To 
Handle 1st Base Post 
In the early days of baseball the first baseman 
stood on the bag on all plays, but Charles (The Old 
Roman) Comiskey changed the game in 1882 when, he 
left the base to field ground balls, charge in. for bunts 
and. to catch, wide and. high throws. 
Still, many first-basemen might be described as 
stationary players. They don’t learn to leave the base 
for bad throws or to get the most distance out of their 
stretches. Notice how far the fielders in the illustra­ 
tions above can stretch by keeping the left foot against 
the base if they are left-handed throwers and the right 
foot against the base if they are right-handed throwers. 
Study the hitters and pitchers and shift your posi­ 
tion to cover the territory where the batter is most 
likely to hit the ball. Don’t be a spectator on the field. 
You can cover your territory as it should be covered 
and still view every play.

Tito Reassures 
Russ Reported Offering 
West On Result Loan To Egypt For Dam 


Of Russ Visit 


MOSCOW Lfl—Yugoslav Pres­ 
ident Tito and Russia’s top 
leaders scheduled a n o t h e r 
Kremlin meeting today to add 
final touches to a joint com­ 
munique outlining the new re­ 
lationship between the Com­ 
munist parties of their coun­ 
tries. 
Tito indicated to reporters at 
a Yugoslav reception that the 
communique, to be released to­ 
night, would make no provision 
for any formal Cominform-like 
grouping of the Soviet and 
Yugoslav parties. 
“We are pretty much In 
agreement, not on the frame- 


CAIRO (M—A source close to , 
Prem ier Gamal Abdel Nasser 
said today the Soviet Union has | 
offered to lend Egypt 400 mil­

The Soviet Union last April 
announced it had dissolved the 
Cominform, the “information 
agency” founded after World 
W ar II to promote world com­ 
munism. Yugoslavia was ex­ 
pelled from the Cominform af­ 
ter Tito broke with Stalin, and 
Tito was attacked repeatedly 
by the organization. 
Tito also said again there 
would be no change in Yugo­ 
slavia’s relations with the West 
as a result of his talks here. 
“Our conversations,” he de­ 
clared, “have been guided by 
getting the largest possible un­ 
derstanding between countries, 
regardless of ideological and 
political systems. All the talks 
are in absolute conformity with 
strengthening peace and inter­ 
national confidence.” 
It previously was understood 
that the new agreement be­ 
tween the two Communist par­ 
ties would provide primarily 
for an exchange of informa­ 
tion, of delegations and of ideo­ 
logical views. Tito’s caution 
and assurances to the West 
tended to bear out these re­ 
ports. 
Tito also said he has not 
made any arrangements for 
military cooperation with the 
Soviet Union during his trip, 
and that no agreement had 
been reached on a future eco­ 
nomic program between the 
two countries.

Pineau To Ask 


U.S. Backing In 


Algeria Revolt 


WASHINGTON UP — French 
Foreign Minister Christian Pi­ 
neau prepared to appeal today 
to Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles for firm American 
support in France’s costly bat­ 
tle to crush a bloody revolt in 
Algeria. 


The bitter North African 
fighting, which now is costing 
France as much, as its ill-fated 
Indochina campaign, was sched­ 
uled to come up for review 
during a meeting at the State 
Department. The talk was the 
second of three set up to re­ 
view far-ranging foreign policy 
problems. 


Dulles and Pineau turned to 
the critical Algerian struggle 
after agreeing in their open­ 
ing meeting yesterday that the 
West must take steps to en­ 
courage what was termed an 
“evolutionary process” in Rus­ 
sia since Stalin's death. 


While agreeing on this long- 
range objective, they apparent­ 
ly have failed to agree thus far 
on specific steps to deal with 
Russia’s quick-changing poli­ 
cies. 


Dulles was reported to have

We’re going to have a little 
rise in juvenile delinquency 
next month. It’ll last through 
July and August. During sum­ 
mer vacation many teen-agers 
are idle. Some of them are sure 
to get into trouble. Watch the 
news in this paper. You’ll see 
what 1 mean. 
We've had a lot of publicity 
about juvenile law-breakers re­ 
cently. More than any time I 
can remember. There’s a good 
reason for it. We had more de­ 
linquency. There’ve been more 
outrages to report. 
Today I’m going out on a 
limb with a prediction about 
juvenile delinquency. I think 
we’re at the peak this year. I 
predict that we’il have a de­ 
cline in youthful lawbreaking 
next year. The rate for ’56 may 
be worse than it was for ’55. 
But the rate for ’57 will be bet­ 
ter than for ’56. Predictions 
are risky. Maybe I’ll have to 
eat these words.

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Board Completes Preliminary Budget 
Review; Total Hits Nearly $8 Million 


Marin’s supervisors complet­ 
ed their review of the prelim ­ 
inary budget yesterday 
a n d 
found they had added $25,000 
to the record total of nearly 
eight million dollars proposed 
by the auditor’s office and the 
heads of the 105 county depart­ 
ments. 


Exact figures are not imme­ 
diately available. But the au­ 
ditor's office said an informal 
check indicated a $24,947 in­ 
crease in the estimated amount 
to be raised from the secured 
tax roll. This would bring the 


tax total to $3,822,508, 
but 
would not materially affect the 
tax increase of 24 cents predict- 
I ed by the auditor’s office on 
the basis of the budget re- 
j quests. 


Thus the tax rate next year, 
unless maior changes are made 
between the preliminary and 
the final budget, would be in 
the neighborhood of $2.55 as 
compared with $2.31 this year. 


There are several things that 
may alter that total slightly be­ 
fore the board finally approves 
the tentative budget, however, 


Deputy Auditor Bert Broem- 
mel indicated. There are three 
items, a typewriter and two 
roads, 
widening of Reichert 
avenue and First street, Nova­ 
to, left undecided by the board. 
Two major items are the coun­ 
ty adm inistrator’s budget (see 
story page one) which may be 
reduced, a n d a request for 
funds by Sausalito School Dis­ 
trict. 


These items are to be re­ 
solved by 
n e x t Wednesday, 
Broemmel said. The following 
Tuesday, or before if the board 


meets, the auditor’s office will 
have the total tentative bud­ 
get, adjusted for the changes 
made during th e week-long 
hearings, 
ready for passage 
with the indicated tax rate. 
T h e n 
the budget will be 
printed and prepared for pub­ 
lic distribution on or before 
July 15, Broemmel said. 
A public hearing will be held 
by the board on the prelimin­ 
ary budget early in August. 
Then the board must review 
and act on a final budget by 
the end of that month. The tax 
rate must be set by Sept. 1.

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Board Completes Preliminary Budget 
Review; Total Hits Nearly $3 Million 


Marin's supervisors complet­ 
ed their review of the prelim­ 
inary budget yesterday a n d 
found they had added $25,000 
to the record total of nearly 
eight million dollars proposed 
by the auditor’s office and the 
heads of the 105 county depart­ 
ments. 
Exact figures are not imme­ 
diately available. But the au­ 
ditor’s office said an informal 
check indicated a $24,947 in­ 
crease in the estimated amount 
to be raised from the secured 
tax roll. This would bring the 


tax total to $3,822,508, but 
would not materially affect the 
lax increase of 24 cents predict­ 
ed by the auditor’s office on 
the basis of the budget re­ 
quests. 
Thus the tax rate next year, 
unless major changes are made 
between the preliminary and 
the final budget, would be in 
the neighborhood of $2.55 as 
compared with $2.31 this year. 
There are several things that 
may alter that total slightly be­ 
fore the board finally approves 
the tentative budget, however, 


Deputy Auditor Bert Broem- 
mel indicated. There are three 
items, a typewriter and two 
roads, widening of Reichert 
avenue and First street, Nova­ 
to, left undecided by the board. 
Two major items are the coun­ 
ty administrator’s budget (see 
story page one) which may be 
reduced, and a request for 
funds by Sausalito School Dis­ 
trict. 
These items are to be re­ 
solved by next Wednesday, 
Broemmel said. The following 
Tuesday, or before if the board 


meets, the auditor’s office will 
have the total tentative bud­ 
get, adjusted for the changes 
made during th e week-long 
hearings, ready for passage 
with the indicated tax rate. 
Then the budget will be 
printed and prepared for pub­ 
lic distribution on or before 
July 15, Broemmel said. 
A public hearing will be held 
by the board on the prelimin­ 
ary budget early in August. 
Then the board must review 
and act on a final budget by 
the end of that month. The tax 
rate must be set by Sept. 1.
